A Line of Railway carried South, from the London and Pirmingham Rallway,

Southampton on the Enoiisa CHannan. 

This concentration upon Southampton of lines of commanication, extending 
through the whole of England and part of Scotland, will be duly appreciated upon 
an attentive consideration of the commercial and maritime facilities afforded by 
Nature, and now about to be improved by art, in the Harbour of Southampton it 
self, which is ten miles in jength, six miles below and four miles above he Town,

REPORT ON RAILWAY BILLS COMMITTEE, &c. 

The Select Committee appointed to inquire into the best modes by which 
information can be afforded to the House on the different Railway Bills, 
have, pursuant to the order of the House, examined the matter to them re- 
ferred, and have agreed to the following report :— 

In discharge of the duty imposed upon them by the Honse, your committee 
proceeded without delay to ascertain from the Private Bill Office the number 
of Railway Bills for which petitions have been presented, as well as the 
amount of capital proposed to be embarked in the different schemes. This 
they have formed into a tabular statement, to which is subjoined the num- 
ber of assents, dissents, and neuters, as they appear in the records of the 
same oftice, together with the stage of proceedings in which each bill stands, 
up to the date of Saturday, 27th ult.

The immense amount of national capital which is thus proposed to be

pears to prevail at this moment, through any want of due attention by the 
committees, or of information in the House. 

Deeply impressed with this opinion, your committee proceeded to the task 
assigned them.

MINING PROBLEMS. 
TO THE BDITOR OF THER MINING JOURNAL. 

Sir,—When your valuable Journal first appeared, it immediately oc- 
curred to me that it would at once beeome the medium of communication 
for scientific and practical subjects relevant to mining, in the shape of 
questions or problems, and, consequently, the reply or solution ; thereby 
becoming the vehicle for conveying and receiving instruction of the most 
advantageous kind in this difficult and important calling.

ractical and scientific men ‘‘ unwilling to communicate,” and desirous of 
Gone what they know exclusively to themselves; or does this back- 
wantness arise from diffidence, indifference, or any other less reprehensible 
motive? 

It is well known that your columns are open at all times for every 
subject having for its object the benefit of the mining interest ; and, with- 
out fear of contradiction, allow me, sir, to declare most positively, that 
there is not a miner in the world who can say, with truth, ‘“‘ my know- 
ledge and experience are perfect; I can learn no more.’’ Let us, for a 
moment, glance at some of the many difficult branches of practical science 
in which it is highly desirable, if not absolutely necessary, that super- 
intendents of extensive mines should possess profound knowledge, namely, 
geology, mineralogy, chemistry, mensuration, geometry, algebra, mathe- 
matics, mechanics, hydrometry, hydrostatics, pneumatics, &c. &c., inde- 
pendent of the complicated, diversified, and ever-varying routine of mining 
operations and general mining business.

QUESTIONS. 

1. What is the difference in power of two overshot water wheels, one being 
exactly double the dimensions of the other in every respect (namely, diameter, 
breast, buckets, and crank), and supposing each wheel to have a full supply 


of water? 
2. A level, six feet high and four feet wide, has been driven under a square 


shaft, that is seven feet wide ; what is the utmost length of a piece of timber 
of nine inches square that can be introduced from the shaft into the level ?

DUCHY OF CORNWALL, 
AUDITOR'S REPORT. 
LETTER 111. 

To Mivers.—Gentiemen,—You are aware that I am an advocate 
for the establishment, in Cornwall, of an efficient and constitutional local 
court of justice ; and that the object of my letters to you, is to expose, 
amougst other erroneous views, the attempt of Sir George Harrison to 
persuade the public, first, that ‘‘ the existing system of Stannary jurisdic. 
tion is sanctioned by custom, and by the Legislature ;'’ and secondly, that it 
is “‘ competent to embrace the settlement of every right and interest what- 
ever, connected with the production of tin, from its first extraction from 
the bowels of the earth in the shape of ore, until its final conversion into a 
mineral state."" Let me proceed step by step, in order that those who 
have not looked into the subject may be the better enabled to under- 
Stand it. 

I deny the above propositions of Sir George ; and the statement of a few 
simple facts will enable the public to judge between us. I shall first ad- 
dress myself to the constitution of the present courts: their practice will 
demand future attention. 

The history of your county places it beyond a doubt, that in remote 
periods, far from the reach of records, Cornwall was rich in tin; and that 
certain customs, founded no doubt in the convenience of the times, arose

When we arrive at the periods at which the records of the 
county throw some light upon these affairs, we ascertain that the ancient 
customs were recognised, and confirmed by the monarchs of England.

In the early records there is no evidenee whatever of a court of origi- 
nal jurisdiction in equity having existed as a.custemary court; and whilst 
there is abundant evidence, and numerous precedents regarding the prac- 
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with ‘‘ original jurisdiction in equity ;"’ they are by no means synonymons. 
I venture not here upon the argument, which ean be trerted only by the 
learned, whether a Court of Equity in the Stannaries could exist by cus- 
tom or not. In Pearce’s book, no doubt atable of foes wi!l be found ap- 
plicable to the practice in the bie pad court; but I challenge proaf 
that they establish the fact of original jurisdiction. No doubt they apply 
to appeals and summary magisterial cases. Now let us see how t . 
sent courts, “the existing system,"’ can be said to be anaieal by 
custom. 

Now it is a well-known fact, which will not be denied by Sir George 
Harrison, that these four Stannary judges, in the four separate Stannaries 
in the county, were continued till very recently; so that I prove, that 
the ancient ,custom, so far as it regarded the legal courts, was recognised 
up to present times. 

Now let us see what the bailiff (steward) of Blackmore, a person who 
lived in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, says with reference to these 
Stannaries :— 

* The tinners having great profits by their tyn, t from time to time 
by custom, until the year of the reign of King Edward 1. 1306; then was it 
thought good to the tinners to procure by charter from the Prince, freely to 
grant unto them libertie to digg or search for tin in places where tin might be 
found, and a court to determine all matters or causes between tynner and 
tynner, which perogative of a court could not be obtained without a ie -g 
tion, that is, to witt, freeholders, which must bind their heirs of their inherit- 
ance to answer to the said court. Whereupon the inhabitants of this Stan- 
nary of Blackmore, having great care to briag this to effect, for and in 
the name of the whole shire, obtayned the said geaut of or from the Prince of 
famous. memory King Edward the First, as by the said charter to the tynners, 
granted hereafter, contained more plainly, it doth or may appear, and is now 
called by the name of our Stannary only, although divided into several Stan- 
naries for ease of the whole body of the shire.” 

I do not mean to assert that no jurisdiction in the Stannaries existed 
prior to Edward I, I am stating nothing new when I say that the ehar- 
ter of Edward I. referred to by the bailiff of Blackmore, following up the 
charter of John, must be looked to as the written law by whieh the Stan- 
nary courts were confirmed; and in this written law, as the bailiff of 
Blackmore states, it will appear that the county of Cornwall was divided 
into several Stannaries. e charter of Edward I, does not in terms 
speak of four Stannaries, but it empowers the warden to do justice in the 
Stannaries according to-the custom ; and this custom is well proved to 
have recognised the four Stannaries, with a court in each, aa the reeords 
extant show, will hereafter appear ; for if the Editor of the Mining Journal 
will have them, I shall furnish the same. The bailiff of Blackmore, like Sir 
George, was an officer of the Duchy : he also wrote a book —but he was not so 
vain as to. print it; and he not only differed from Sir George in that respect, 
but in one more essential. It would seem that the bailiff of Blackmore was 
a most conscientious person, who desired to reeord the customs and prae- 
tice of the Stannaries, and to draw conclusions from well-collected facts, 
His successor, the auditor, appears rather to have arrived at some con- 
clusions in ignorance, and to have written sp fo those conclusions, 
—However, let us leave Mr. Bailiff of Blackmore, and his yellow-paged 
manuscript, with the prayer, that its honest contents may yet survive the 
neat black-letter of Mr. Auditor, otherwise posterity, curious in these 
matters, may be misled. 

Within the last eighty years most shameful abuses, alike disgraceful 
to the distant as to the local authorities, and prejudicial to our 
gracious Kings, brought the four stewards’ courts into contempt aad 
disuse ; and within the same period we find a viee-warden exercising 
original jurisdiction in equity; beyoad that peried there ia no trace 
of the exercise of any such power. We also find that Mr. Vice- 
Warden not only dignified himself to this extent, but his ambition 
led him still further—he took upon himwelf the functions of the four 
stewards. He consolidated the Stannaries—he discarded juries as un- 

and burthensome appendages to a wise and all-powerful judge ; 
and upon written allegation, merely, that “ 7reewiddle’’ was indebted to 
** Poldiddie ;'’ tried the question of fact without a jury, with the aid of his 
secretary, who usually officiated as solicitor of one of the parties ;-~no 
doubt it was a race to retain so important a functionary. Well, the 
vice-warden, who was generally some most amiable country gentleman, 
useful at elections, and who, not having had a legal education, made a 
hash of morality, equity, and law, seasoned with a little spice, culled 
from the latter by Mr. Secretary, who, no doubt, in his selection did not 

r disregard the taste of bis client. However, this was not all-— 
the poor, naughty four stewards, who were paid about 40/, per annum 
each, finding that thay bad nothing to do, and, of course, deeming it 
necessary that they should take some means to make their existence and 
their importance known, grumbled that their pay was too small. Here 
was ap error in judgment! The high authority at whose nod they held 
their places (and this shows the danger of judges holding office during 
capricious pl )d i them, and at one blow annihilated them, 
without troubling himself to refer to the custom, and without inquiring 
whether a ‘‘ custos’’ or a lord-warden could destroy or vary a custom.

“the Courts of the Stannaries,"’ at a saving of 4 X 40/. =» 160/. per 
annum ; and if this had been the object, really one would not have been 
displeased ; but, to the horror of all black-letter people who revel in

SUGGESTIONS FOR THE FOUNDATION OF AN ENGLISH 


MINERS’ COLLEGE. 
<> 


[We have received from Mr. George Abbott the following suggestions, printed, 
as that gentleman informs us, three years since, and being in effect the same as 
suggested by him in 1823, as being on a subject in which we take peculiar interest, 
we readily insert them.—Ep. M. J.) 

The variety and value of the mineral deposits in the different districts of 
this country, are, perhaps, inferior to none in the world. 

The activity in the mining operations of this kingdom is a branch of na- 
tional industry of the very first importance, as respects the employment of 
the labouring population, the great promotion and advancement of mechanical 
skill, and various arts and sciences, the great prosperity of the manufacturers 
and traders of almost every description, the benefit of the public revenue, the 
augmentation of his Majesty's private income, and the enrichment of the 
private individual, 

While Germany, Prussia, Sweden, France, and Spain in Europe, and most 
of the States in North and South America, pay particular to the im- 
portance of their mines, and have appropriately educated and efficient 
officers, with foundations, colleges, and institutions for the adequate instruc- 
tion in scientific attainments of their mine agents and superintendents ;— 
the importance of attention and protection to the mining operations of this 
country has been unconsidered, and they have been left to languish and de- 
cay for want of a proper guidance and stimulus to a correct appreciation of 
their great national and private value. 

A college for the proper education of our mine superintendents and cap- 
tains, would not only be of very great national service, by greatly promoting 
the general increase and diffusion of various arts and sciences, but would 
also be of the utmost consequence in the prevention of loss through injudi- 
cious selection and operation, or incompetent scientific attainment: there- 
fore it is suggested— 

1. That certain noblemen and influential persons take upon themselves the 
vice-patronage of the foundation of the Miners’ College. 

2. That his most gracious Majesty be petitioned to become the patron 
of the Miners’ College. 

3. That a committee or council of direction, with power to add to their 
number, be formed to discuss and arrange the constitution and regulations 
of the proposed establishment. 

4. That books be opened tn town, as well as in the country, for donations 
and annual subscriptions of those who are disposed to promote the esta- 
blishment of the Miners’ College. 

5. That application be made to Parliament for a charter, and the means of 
providing for the permanent support of the Miners’ College, and its profes- 
sors, by lentes an agreed charge, not exceeding the undermentioned rates, 
upon coal, and also upon all iron, copper, tin, lead, zine, antimony, cobalt, 
nickel, bismuth, and manganese ores, sold and removed from the pit or mine : 
—~One penny for every ten tons of coal—ditto for every ton of iron produced 
from coal-field ore—twopence for every ton of iron produced from other de- 
scriptions of iron ore—one penny for every ton of copper ore sold—sixpence 
for every ton of block tin sold—threepence for every ton of spalled tin ore— 
ditto for every ton of dressed lead ore—<ditto for every ton of blend or black- 
jack—~sixpence for every ton of calamine—one shilling for every ton of anti- 
mony ore—twopence for every ton of manganese—one pound for each ton of 
cobalt ore—three shillings for each ton of nickel—two shillings for every ton 
of bismuth.

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CANDONGA MINING COMPANY. 
(Continued from No. 30.) 
Extracts from Dr. Goodridge’s Letters to his Father, John Goodridge, 
R.N., Villa de Principe, Sept. 5, 1835. =. 
Since my arrival here I have received two letters from Mr. Tulley, and one 


from the board. I left Rio on the 24th June, taking with me Mr. Lott, my 
servant, and two others ; but as our progress was slow, and my contract fast 
expiring, as soon as I could find a safe conduct for my companions I parted 
company, taking with me a mulatto and three mules. My first post was St, 
John del Rey, where I added my own black and a mulatto, Troperio, and 
finally reached this place in one month from Rio, and a fortnight before Mr 
Lott and his convoy. ¢ 

My ss upwards was attended by some sort of anxiety, as I had 
me in Souk oetes the whole of the money to pay for the mine and Heeb 
current expenses, amounting in all to considerably more than 20,0007. Not 
a soul, even of the Englishmen, saving Mr. Lott, knew I had any such sum 
in my possession; fortunately I reached this place in safety. Wi 
entering into any details of the delays and procrastinations which have 
pened since my arrival, I may at once announce the fact of my being in sure 
possession of the mine and estates at Candonga, and moreover, that the 
whole of my people have arrived there, and have already pitched to work, 
that is, not exactly in mining, but in preparing the dwellings. 

I found Candonga a wilderness ; not a human being has entered any of the 
houses for months, and, consequently, every species of reptile had conjointly 
become “‘ lords of the land.”’ I immediately ordered all the grasshouses to 
be burnt, leaving only the tiled houses wherein to put our heads. Poor Mrs, 
Dalley and Mrs. Roskrow, Heaven knows how they manage to make it out; 
but we are getting now every day better, and yesterday was informed that 
our clothes had arrived from Rio; after sending the people to work, and 
seeing the commissariat department with the chance of being attended to, | 
left Candonga for this place, und have come here for the purpose of finally 
settling my affairs. Fourteen days is the time allowed for the post from Rio, 
but we seldom or ever get our letters ia less than seventeen or eighteen, and 
I am compelled to employ a person to carry my dispatch to and from Can. 
donga, which is fifty-six miles from the villa, and it costs me three days’ 
journey, the road is so miserable. The weather has been very fine and 
—— in temperature, even cold, it is now quite possible to sleep under a 

et. 

I have not yet written to Mr. Tulley regarding my own private affairs, and 
only once touching business connected with the mine. I really have not had 
one moment unoccupied at Candonga. Up to the present moment I am 
assured on all hands of the value of the property, and I know that during 
the time which was allowed for the formation of the company, persons have 
visited Candonga who have exhibited every desire to undertake the business 
in the event of my failure. I should be glad if you would send me some 
seeds, raddish, lettuce, cabbage, turnip, and some mangel-wurzel. I wish 
to try if the latter would grow here. 

From Mr, E. M. J. Lott to Mr. Tulley. 


October.—I will now endeavour to give you a slight sketch of Candonga. 
It is, in my opinion, a very delightful spot, and the country round it is beau. 
tiful. The village itself, consisting of fifteen houses, and one or two small 
huts, is situated in a valley at the foot of the Serra, in which the mine is, 
though distant from the principal workings and shaft near a mile, the walks 
and rides are exceedingly pleasant, and there is one high hill on the Serra 
which commands, I think, the most beautiful and extensive view I ever be- 
held. For miles and miles the eye wanders from one range of hills to another. 
The hills are all covered with wood, and where that has been cleared a thick 
brushwood has taken its place. 

The foganda is a good substantial farm-house residence ; we have a supply 
of pigs, poultry, &c., and now we have some oxen, as there is a capital pas- 
ture for animals. Two good gardens, producing oranges, bananas, lemons, 
manelioca, &e., and a good supply of water to work upon the Miltro mills 
there, which are now in active operation in the manufacture of tarintea and 
touba. The provisions we get are yet our usual daily routine, is as follows: 
—At half-past five in the morning a horn is the signal for the men to turn 
out, again at six, signal to commence work. At seven I open the office and 
store, and attend to the duties of my department, supply the men with such 
articles as they | require (tool, iron, &c.), then go to the provision store, 
and see the meat, fejolus, farintra, &e., weighed and measured out, and 
charged to the different messes, then attend to my cash affairs, writings, &c. 
The currency is always varying, and chiefly in copper, sometimes, at a pre- 
mium and sometimes at a discount; it requires a person to become well 
versed in Brazilian money affairs to manage this department. The bank 
notes, too, and cedulas, or provincial notes, are worse, one day being worth 
more than the nominal value, and the next, perhaps, not passable for more 
than two-thirds of it; however, I am doing my best to be master of it. At 
three we dine, and as Mr. Freeman and m een not yet a cook-house, 
we mess with Dr. Goodridge. At six in the evening the horn is blown to 
leave work; at nine Dr. G. fires the signal gun (one of the carbines) ; the 
keys are brought, and we all disperse to our several dormitories, 

Our coirero from this to the Villa de Principe, goes three times a month, 
3d, 13th, and 23d, taking the letters from Rio, England, &c., and returning 
with those brought by the Rio post, which is not very punctual in its arrival. 
Hitherto the time has not hung heavily on my hands, as our population is 
increasing almost daily (we are now above eighty, including hired blacks), 
and new works are going on.

GEOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF LONDON. 
March 23.—Mr. Lyeut, President, in the Chair. 


A paper by Dr. Riley and Mr. Stuchbury, of Bristol, was first read ; and 
gave a description of various fossil remains of three distinct saurian animals, 
discovered in the magnesian conglomerate on Durdham Down, near Bristoly 
in the autumn of 1834. 

The deposit in which these remains were found rests horizontally wees the 
edges of inclined beds of mountain lime-stone, filling up the inequalities of 
the surface; and consists ,of slightly worn fragments of the lime-stone ce- 
mented by red or yellow dolomitic paste. 

Previously to the discovery of these bones, no fossils had been noticed in 
the deposit, though, in its equivalent, the magnesian lime-stone of the north 
of England, fishes, shells, and corals, had been found; and in the copper- 
slate of Germany, a bed of nearly the same age, the remains of a monitor. 

The bones were firmly imbedded in the conglomerate, forming an integral 
portion of it, and occurred at various depths, some having been obtained 
from the very bottom of the deposit. Many of them had evidently been 
fractured previously to their being entombed, but they bore no evidence of 
having been much water-worn. 

In describing the specimens, the authors carefully compared the osteolo- 
gical characters of each with the analogous bone in the crocodile, lizard, 
monitor, iguana, scink, saurodon, megalosaurus, and ichthyosaurus ; 
proved that the fossil remains could not have belonged to any of those ani- 
mals, or to any other with which they are acquainted: they therefore con- 
ceived that they were justified in considering them as belonging to a new 
genus, for which they propose the name of thecodoutosaurus, its having 
been a lizard, with alveoli in its jaws. 

A memoir was afterwards read on the ossiferous cavern of Yealm Bridge, 
about six miles south-east of Plymouth, by Captain Mudge, F.G.S. 

This cavern is in a mass of lime-stone, on the south side of the Yealm. It 
had formerly three entrances, sitrated about twelve feet above the level of 
the river; but portions of only the eastern and western chambers remain, the 
rock having been extensively quarried for economical Sn wage 

In a part which had not been disturbed, Captain Mudge noticed five dis- 
tinct sedimentary deposits, which presented the following details :—Top 
loam, containing bones and pebbles, three and a half feet ; stiff whitish clay, 
two and a half feet ; sand, six inches; red clay, three and a half feet ; argil- 
laceous sand, six to eighteen inches. 

Bones have been found only in the uppermost bed, but they appear to have 
existed in great abundance, cart-loads of them having been burned. The 
remains which have been preserved have been examined by Mr. Clift and Mr. 
Owen, and ascertained to belong to the elephant, rhinoceros, horse, ox, 
sheep, deer, bear, hyena, wolf, dog, fox, hare, rabbit, water-rat, ard a bird 
of considerable size. Some of the bones present undeniable proofs 
been gnawed, but none of them appear to have been water-worn. 
remains of the hyena, horse, and ox, are very abundant, while those of 
elephant and rhinoceros are scarce. The pebbles found in the same stratum 
appear to have been derived from the flanks of Dartmoor, but they differ 
from those which oceur in the present bed of the Yealm. In one part,

STATISTICAL NOTICES OF THE PROVINCE OF BISCAY. 

Biscay is divided into three distinct states, known under the name of the 
Basque Provinces, and comprises Biscay Proper, Guipuscoa, and Alava. 

Biscay Proper, the ancient Cantabria, is the most northern province of 
Spain, and extends about forty miles from east to west, by fifteen from north 
to south: it is washed on the north side by the Bay of Biscay; joining 
Asturias on the west, Old Castile on the south, and Navarre on the east. 
Biscay is intersected by lofty mountaias branching from the Pyrenees, con- 
taining numerous fertile valleys, and in which are small, but well cultivated, 

ns. This province is watered by the rivers Bidasoa and Ansa, which for- 
mer divides it from the Freneh territories. Biscay Proper contains a popu- 
lation of about 115,000 inhabitants. 

Bilbao, the chief city of the province, is a small town situated on the river 
Ansa, which runs into the Bay of Biscay ; the houses are low, but the streets 
well paved and very cleaa, owing to sumall canals of water running through 
them. In the environs isa fine walk, well planted with trees, on the banks 
of the Ausa, called the Arenal. The nanaioiien of Bilbao is about 15,000 
ee who carry on a considerable export trade in wools, chestnuts, 
and iron, 

St. Ander, the second city in this province, is situated in a spacious and 
well sheltered harbour in the Bay of Biscay, distant about sixty miles west 
of Bilbao. It contains a population of about 10,000 inhabitanta, and ex- 
ports a considerable quantity of wools and corn, having the advantage of 
excellent roads into the interior, and enjoying several commercial privileges, 

Guipuseoa lies between Bilbao Proper and Navarre, and extends fifty miles 
in length by thirty-six in width, with a line of coast of thirty miles along the 
Bay of Liecay, in which are siteated the ports of Pasages and San Sebastian. 
Irun io the first town in Spain, after leaving France, on the high road to 
Madrid, whieh passes throug) Hernani, Tolosa, and Vittoria, into Old Cas- 
tile, about sixty miles distanee from the frontiers. Guipuscoa is watered by 
the rivers Bidason, Deva, Urola, and other small streams, and contains a 

lation altogether of 120,000 inhabitants. Its capital, Tolosa, is situated 

the centre of the province, in a pleasant valley, with the rivers Ovia and 

Araxes running through it, over which latter there is a handsome bridge, 
Tolosa contains about 4,000 inhabitants. 

Alava, which forms the southern of the Basque provinces, extends forty 
miles from east to west, and thirty north to south; it is entirely surrounded 
by a chain of lofty mountains branching from the Pyrenees, and is watered 
by the rivers Ebro, Ega, and Urola. Alava contains a population of about 
74,000 inhabitants. Vittoria, the capital, is situated in a well cultivated valley, 
and is divided into the old and new towns ; the streets are narrow, and the 
town ill built; in the centre, however, is a fine square. Vittoria contains 
6,000 inhabitants. 

The climate of Biscay is mild, owing to the sea-breezes tempering the heats 
of summer, whilst they soften the cold in winter. ‘The sky is, however, often 
donuiy, and the atmosphere loaded with fogs, which occasion great dampness. 
The roads in Biscay were formerly almost impassable, but are now, for the 
most part, in excellent condition ; the generality of the inns are, however, 
still very indifferent. Biscay is almost the only province in Spain where 
mumerous detached residences are to be met with; on the road to Orduna 
they extend alors a distance of nearly twenty miles: a certain number of 
these houses ey a ‘* Republic,’’ and of whieh there are nearly 100 in 


this province. ost of these properties have descended from father to son 
from time immemorial. ‘The agriculture in these provinces is in a high state 
of improvement, and the valleys, for the most part, well cultivated. The 


districts of Biseny Proper and Guipuscoa do not, however, produce sufficient 
ora for their own consamption, whilst in Alava there is a superabundance. 
The vine thrives remarkably well in Hiscay Proper, where they make toler- 
ably good wine. The mountains of Biscay were formerly covered with trees, 
but the consumption of fuel for the forges has greatly thinned these woods. 
The principal manufacture of Biseay is iron, the province abounding with 
jronmines ; this branch of industry has, however, greatly fallen off of late, 
owing to the incrensing seareity of wood, and consequent high cost of fuel, 
which leaves but little profit for the iron-masters. The principal mine is 
situated at Somorostro, where there is an inexhaustible quantity of exceed- 
ingly rich ore, but being free to every one, the veins are very improperly 
caked, The other iron mines are those near Mondragon and Hernani ; 
most of these mines contain veins from three to ten fect wide, under a stratum 
of caleareous rocks: the ore is found in large masses, free from sulphur, and, 
consequently, adinirab'v adapted for converting into steel; it smelts readily, 
aad yiclds.a very malleable iron. A mine of copper ore has been discovered 
near Salvatierra, and large quantities of salt are extracted from the springs 
at Agnani. Marbie is found in various places ia the province. The greater 
part of the anchors and cannon used in Spain are cast in Biscay; the other 
mauufactures of this province are coarse woollens, ecordage, and leather. 
The Biscayans still preserve their Basquc dialect, as it was spoken in ancient 
times, more particularily in the mountain districts, This dialect has no re- 
semblance whatever to the Spanish language. 

The Moors, whilst they succeeded in establishing their dominion over the 
greater part of Spuin, were never able to subdue the Basque provinces, which 
remained independent states until the fourteenth century, when they were 
annexed to the crown of Castile, the King of Spain assuming the title of 
Lord of Biscay; and although the Biseayans then surrendered many of their 
ancient privileges, they still continue, as it were, a distinct state from the rest 
of Spain, governed by their own national assemblies under peculiar codes of 
municipal laws, called ‘* Fueros.’’ 

Yo Biseay Proper the principal affairs are decided in the general assembly, 
convoked every two years, at Guernica, where the deputies meet under an 
ancient oak tree. Guipuscoa is divided jato districts, composed of the dif- 
ferent communities, which send deputies to the assemblies of the provinces, 
held annually in the eighteen towas prescribed in their privileges, and who 

jut four deputies-general to serve by turns in the four principal cities. 
‘The general assembly of Alavais composed of the deputy-general, the depu- 
thes and the magistrates, who mect twice a year at Vittoria and some other 
town, 

The peculiar privileges of the Masque provinces consist in their only paying 
taxes to the King of Spain, ta the form of a gift, making their own assess- 
ment for the same—distraiats for which are not, however, allowed. The 
king's troops cannot be quartered in these provinces, excepting only as gar- 
risons in the froutier fortresses. The proviaces otherwise raise their own 
contingent of soldiers and sailors for their local defence in times of war, 
whilst the police guard during peace. Foreign merchandise is only subject 
to a triffing duty on entry, called anchorage ; duties are however levied on all 
ace passing the frontiers into other parts of Spain. The sale of tobacco is

METALS. 


Tho metale are distinguished by their lustre, high specific gravity, duc- 
tility, and uwlloability, are not affected by air when dry and pure, but 
when sqlphureous vapour isin it they are blackened, and when moisture is 

nt along with carbonic acid they are apt to lose their splendour; hence 
rusting ofiren. They are not affected by water when it is pure, but 
common water acts on some of them, owing, in a great measure, to the air 
and carbonic acid it contains. When heated in air, many of them lose their 
lustre, and are converted toto an earthy-looking matter, formerly called 
a cale, now an arid, and in some cases the union on with all the appear- 
ance of combustion; thus gine, as was shown, burns when heated in air, 
with a bright white fame, having a greenish tinge. When heated in oxygen 
g44, some burn with great splendour. 

They unite with the acidifiable bodies and form compounds; the most 
important of whieh are those with sulphur, by which pyrifes are formed ; and 
it is in this #tute that they frequently occur in nature. During the union of 
the metal and sulphur, heat is disengaged ; and many of the pyrites, or sul- 
phurets, become wana when exposed to air and moisture. 

The metals are geueratly, though vot always, dissolved by acids—the phe- 
nomena differing according to the acid used. Supposing the acid to be di- 
luted with water, which is generally the case, there is, when oil of vitriol is 
employed, the Pp of hydrogen ; but with nitric acid, there is the 
di went of nitric oxide; because the metal in the former is tak 
oxygen the water, but la thé latter from the nitric acid. Having unit 
with oxygen, the metal then combines with the acid, so that, in every in- 
stance, a metal, before it will unite with acid, must previously unite with 
oxygen. The eompoand formed by the anion of the acid and metallic oxide 
is called a mefatiic salt, These salts vary in their appearance and properties 
accorntiag to the metal aad acid they contain.

composed by metals themselves, by the metal ted 
thus a plate of iron put into salution of sulphate of copper soon 
co with metallic copper.

NEW ENGINE FOR RAISING WATER.

In the Universal Magazine for February, 1774, we find the 
description, which we have extracted for the amusement, if not for the edi- 
fication, of our readers, and from which they will be enabled to form an 
estimate of the progress made in mechanics duting the last sixty years :— 

Ever since the publication of the Marquis of Worcester’s ‘‘ Centary of In- 
ventions,’’ which happened in the year 1663, the greatest mechanics in Europe 
have endeavoured to raise great quantities of water by the force of fire, turn 
ing water into steam. The marquis mentions some engine of this kind, which 
he saw played acontinual stream, in the manner of a fountain, forty feet . 
He also says, that a person attending it turned two cocks; that one v of 
water being consumed, another begins to force and refill with cold water ; and 
this alternatcly and successively, the fire being tended and kept constant by the 
same person in the interim between turning the cocks. 

Captain Savery having read this account, immediately attempted to raise 
water by fire, and was the first who erected an engine for this purpose, of the 
» form we have since had them. To secure the invention to himself, he bought 
up all the marquis’s books that he could find, and burnt them ; and then gave 
out that he discovered the method by accident. He made many experiments 
to bring the machine to perfection, and erected several for gentlemen's seats, 
but could not succeed for mines, the depth from which water was to be raised 
from thence being so great, that it required the steam too dangerously strong 
to be attempted in his way. 

Thus the progress of the engine was stopped, till long afterwards Mr. New- 
comen, an ironmonger, and Mr. John Cowley, a glazier, contrived another way 
to raise water by fire, where the steam to raise the water from the greatest 
depth of mines is not required greater than the pressure of the atmosphere ; and 
this is the present structure of the engine, nad which is now of about thirty- 
five or forty years’ standing. 

The method of constructing a fire-engine according to the original instita- 
tion of the Marquis of Worcester and Captain Savery, wherein the water was 
to be raised solely by the pressure of elastic vapour or steam, is very useful 
and very cheap in respect to the other sort ; and when the height to which the 
water is to be raised does not exceed one hundred or one hundred and fifty 
feet, then this engine is applicable with great advantage, it requiring but a 
small fire, not bigger than what is generally used in a parlour chimney ; is of 
a very simple and easy structure, and admirably adapted for supplying a gen- 
tleman’s house with water, and for playing of fountains to a very great 
height. 











Soar From Fiinrs.—Wonders will never cease. Mr. J. C. Sheridan, 
a native of Belgium, is the inventor of a process, and has obtained for it 
patents in England, Scotland, and Ireland, for the manufacture of soap 
from flints. Mr. Sheridan takes the common black flint, calcined, and 
reduces it to powder by wet grinding; then mixes it with the caustic soda 
leys, or potash leys, and boils it till it attains saponification, The mix- 
ture so obtained is added to the present soap materials, after the latter 
have been boiled to that state when they have become soap, and are ready 
to be poured into the frames. The mixture, which has a high detergent 
quality, requires to be well erutched along with the soap materials ; and 
when thus crutched together, the result is a soap of excellent quality. The 
mixture beeomes intimately incorporated with the soap materials, and 
may be added in the proportion of from forty to fifty parts of the mixture 
to fifty of the soap materials. Thus the common silex, which is obtain- 
able at a very low price, takes the place of tallow, not purchaseable under 
402. per ton, to the extent of nearly one-half. This invention, which 
promises to come into very general use, will have the effect of diminish- 
ing the consumption of tallow, and consequently rendering us, in the pro- 
duction of a staple commodity of the utmost importance to health and 
commerce, independent of the great northern Autocrat.—Mechanics’ 
Magagine. 

Eantnavake 1x Honoary.—The Austrian journals give the follow- 
ing account of the natural phenomenon, already briefly adverted to, which 
occurred near Lake Platten :—‘‘ Szolos, Gyork, Feb. 10.—Yesterday 
morning we had a heavy fall of snow, so much so, that by mid-day the 
snow was one foot and a half deep. Meanwhile the roaring of the waters 
of Lake Platten was frightful, and the waves rose to a great height. To- 
wards mid-day the lake became calm, and a strong south wind then sud- 
denly setting in, quickly annihilated the great masses of snow under 
which many cattle had been buried, but were now partly rescued. This 
was followed, about three o'clock in the afternoon, by a terrific thunder- 
storm, accompanied by a violent tempest, intermingled with drizzling 
snow, during which a man who was going to a neighbouring forest, and 
two others, who were sitting at their own fire-side, were struck by the 
lightning. ‘Towards five o’clock all seemed to be over; not the slightest 
atmospheric movement was observable ; when, on a sudden, a great sub- 
terraneous noise, which was immediately succeeded by a violent earth- 
quake, terrified all the inhabitants, who fled from their dwellings. Several 
houses were rent, and others thrown down. The lake Platten, twenty 
square miles (German) in extent, was, and is still, covered with a dark 
mist ; in many places the water appears to bubble, as if it were boiling ; 
and, what is very remarkable, several dead fish were last night cast ashore. 
but what is worse than all that has yet been related, is the fact, that the 
inhabitants of the valleys, Latizang aud Triz, together with their flocks, 
are compelled to leave their homes, because those places, since the earth- 
quake of yesterday, have become completely overspread with a thick fetid 
vapour; aud in the plain, flames are seen to arise from the earth. We 
are in the greatest consternation here ; the lake is again much agitated to- 
day (nine o’clock in the morning), and the waves swell to an immense 
height.’’—Frank/urter, O. P. A. Zeitung. 

Errxcrs or Rartways.—aAt Middlesbro’, a few years ago an ob- 
soure fishing village, now become a considerable sea-port town on the 
river Tees, below Stockton—on laying the foundation for an Exchange, 
it was stated, among other remarkable facts connected with railways, that 
the projectors of the Stockton and Darlington Railroad, only ventured to 
anticipate, as the greatest probable export of coal from the Tees, a quan- 
tity not exceeding 10,000 tons per annum ;—this successful undertaking 
has not been ten years in operation, and yet, during the past year, be- 
tween 400,000 and 500,000 tons of coal bad been exported from that 
river, The Clarence Railway, more recently brought into operation, 
opens to the river Tees a coal-field south-east of the city of Durham ; 
from the seventeenth mile-stone on this line, a new railroad, upwards of 
twenty miles in length, is projected, terminating at the valuable limestone 
quarries, near Frosterley, in Weardale. Merchandise and agricultural 
produce are estimated to yield an income of 1,370/. towards the total 
estimated revenue of 34,357/., the remainder being produced by coal and 
lime ; coal being charged at the moderate rate of one penny per ton per 
mile, and lime three halfpence ; use of waggons for these one halfpenny 
per chaldron of 52 ewt.—Sunderland Herald. 

Foamen Lever oF tae Sea.—At the Andersonian soirée on Monday 
evening, the 14th inst., Mr. Smith, ofJordanhill, stated, that immediately 
ander the sand-beds deposited by the River Clyde, there was a bed of 
finely laminated clay, which he had ascertained to be a marine deposit, by 
the discovery of recent marine shells. ne in digging pe 
clay for making bricks in Eglington-street, about thirty ve 
Mebauies level of the river. This bed, which must have been de- 
posited at the bottom of the sea, Mr. 8. considers to be equivalent to the 
Carse clay of the River Forth, he has found in some places to be at least 
sixty feet above the t high-water level, He has traced it through 
many localities in this neighbourhood, and in the towns of Paisley, Ren- 
frew, and Johnston. The shells, with one exception, agree with those at 
present found in the Firth of Clyde, The one in question, a natica, ap- 
pears to be a tertiary shell, and the formation to belong to what Mr. Lyell 
calls the newer pliocene— it lies above the diluviam which covers the 
higher grounds. Sea-weed, and the bones of sea-fowl and fish, have also 
been discovered in it. At Lochlomond, Mr. Buchanan, of Arden, found 
sea-ahells forty-eight feet above the level of the lake, or about seventy 
fect above the present level of the sea.— Glasgow Constitutional.

A Troricat Eanraqvaxe.—Since nry arrival at Granade de Nicaragua, 
(says Mr. Hanna, in his Notes qf @ Visit 4o.s0me parts of Haiti, we have 


had an eruption of one of the numerous vy » called Cosiquini, or 
Cosiquina, near the coast on the South Sea, distant from this place about 
250 miles. This eruption commenced on Friday morning, Jan. 16th, with 
two shocks of earthquake. These were succeeded by a hollow, rumbling 
noise under ground, which lasted, with little intermission, untilFriday, the 
23d. About one o'clock in the morning, we were all roused out of bed 
by repeated shocks, after which the noise inereased. The explo. 
sions of the volcano were repeated every four or five minutes, causing all 
the houses to rock tothe foundation. At ten o’clock they ceased, when 
we perceived the air to be filled with a quantity of sulphurous dust. This 
thickened every succeeding hour. At twelve, the sun was quite obseured 
byit. Atone, or half-past one, in the afternoon, al/ was dark as midnight; 
candles were lighted in the houses, and lamps in the streets, It was pain. 
ful to open one’s eyes, owing to the quantity of dust with which they were 
immediately filled. The change of temperature was also very remarkable, 
From having been warm and sultry, the atmosphere became di y 
cold, and produced a sensation such as is experienced on the approach of 
ague. Many of the inhabitants were taken sick, as much, it would seem 

from terror as from the poisonous air they breathed. They put off their 
shoes and stockings, ran to the church, and seizing upon the images of 
their saints, carried them through the town, calling upon the senseless sta- 
tues to intercede with God in their behalf, that the calamity might be avert- 
ed. When they found that the dust, instead of diminishing in quantity 

thickened more and more, they began to be alarmed for the safety of the 
saints, and replacing them, took up large stones in their stead, waiking up 
and down the streets with them on their heads, and crying aloud to the 
Virgin to pray for them. The next day (Saturday) the light was no bet- 
ter than twilight, and not until Monday did the sun shine bright again. 
On the succeeding Wednesday we had a slight shower of rain, when the 
dust ceased to fall. Even now, however, we are annoyed with it when there 
is a brisk wind. It has blown off the leaves of the trees and the roofs of 
the houses iu abundance. In some places nearer the voleano there were 
three days of complete darkness. At Leon, many birds were found dead 
in the yards, and the dust at that place measured full four inches. A great 
number of our horses and horned stock have died, suffocated by the quan- 
tity of dust they were forced to swallow. Wild animals, deer for example, 
came into many of the towns, thus fleeing to man as their protector in the 


time of danger. The explosions were so severe, and the dust so thiek, 
that in some places people could scarcely stand or breathe. The dust was 
quite hot, as if it had recently left the mouth of a furnace. Quantities of 


gravel and stones were also thrown to incredible distances. 

Unirep Service Museum.—The first lecture for the present season was 
delivered on Saturday last, by Professor Ritchie, ‘‘ On the application of 
science to the united services.’’ The first part was devoted to the consi- 
deration of steam, both inland and maritime communication, and in the 
facility of transport, which would shortly be afforded through the medium 
of railways to all parts of the world. Its application to the art of war 
could not fail to be progressive, and as, whilst human nature remains as 
it is, there will always be aggressors in society, when it should terminate 
will be only through the agency of science, which will entirely change the 
character by rendering it too destructive. After entering minutely into the 
details of the steam-engine, and illustrating the same by a variety of work- 
ing models, he next proceeded to inquire into the influence of iron in ves- 
sels upon the compass. The phenomena of polarity, which was formerly 
ascribed to the immense masses of iron in the north attracting the magnet, 
was now more properly considered to be owing to currents of hermo- 
electricity. As iron had become very extensively used in vessels, and some 
had even been built entirely of this material, it was a very interesting mat- 
ter of inquiry to ascertain how the influence of its attractions could be ob- 
viated, On this part of the subject, he explained the principles of the tae 
bles for the correction of deviations, and Professor Barlow’s “ Compensa- 
tion Plate.’’ None of these are, however, completely perfect, as the iron 
changes its polarity according to position. The difficulties of arran ing 
the compass 80 as to act properly, he considered to be almost insuperable, 
the vessels themselves being magnets, the position of the poles dependi 
on the situation in which they are built. The lecturer stated that it w 
be exceedingly interesting to have a proper account of variations of the 
needle in different latitudes, and that, under the direction of the Academie 
des Sciences, at Paris, instructions for such observations bad been drawn 
up for the French vessel about to proceed on a voyage of discovery. The 
lecture, which was well attended, was illustrated by a great variety of ex- 
periments and models, 

Ciry Antiquitixs,—At the meeting of the Society of Antiquaries on 
Thursday week, a highly interesting paper was read by Sir Henry Ellis, 
from Charles Roach Smith, Esq., on various Roman remains found in the 
recent excavations in the City, a very extensive collection of which was on 
the table. The author stated, that his attention was first drawn to the 
subject from considering that the projected sewerage, extending to a con- 
siderable depth under the surface of the present level, commenced in 1834, 
and varying in a line from twenty to fifty feet, could not fail to throw some 
interesting light upon the ancient history of the metropolis. In King 
William-street fragments of buildings were very numerous, but no high~ 
way was perceptible along the line, which appeared to have been closely 
studded with houses, as walls of chalk and large quantities of animal remains 
were found. About twelve feet below the present level, near St. Clement’s 
church, ran a tesselated pavement, composed of pieces of red brick of 
about an inch square, corresponding with fragments lately discovered at 
Eastcheap, at about the same depth, and which was probably connected 
with some public building or dwelling-house of the better class. Pre- 
cisely the same kind of pavement occurs in Lothbury, and may with like 
reason be supposed to branch off from the same building, by some con- 
sidered the Pretorium of the Roman station that occupied the situation 
of the Bank. Near this pavement, and generally throughout the 
King William-street, fragments of vessels of brown and black earth, such 
as were in general use amongst the Romans, were found, and were pro- 
bably of colonial manufacture. On this spot six small lamps were found, 
as also several rings of base metal, one of which was gilded, being set with 
a turquoise, with an engraving of an augural priest feeding a cock. There 
were also many coins, consisting chiefly of second brass, of Claudius, Ves- 
patian, and Domitian, with denarii of Severus, Caracalla, Alexander, and 
Julian Mamala, which were in the worst possible state of preservation, the 
soil being quite destructive to them. In Princes-street, the soii 
amongst antiquarians by the name of Roman, descended to a much greater 
depth than in any other parts of the vicinity. A large number of wooden 
piles were here found, which it was probable formed a drain for 
off the waters from the surrounding marshy country, and exactly accord. 
ing with the description given of Walbrook by Stowe. The Roman re- 
mains by the Bank of England were of the most interesting description, 
amongst which were a pair of scales, » coins, rings, tibulas, spatulas, 
needles in brass and bone, knives, Ac. i 
Samian ware, with the names of the potters inscribed on them, and which 
being of very foreign sounds, remind of those that were discovered by 
Cesar, and other Roman authors, as of Gauls and Britons. The euthor 
regretted that from their fine state of preservation, the Romans had not 
handed down to posterity, on these imperishable materials, those records 
which marble and stone had failed in retaining.
